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This application is before the OfGce of PCT Legal Administration for matters arising 
under 35 use 371. 



On 22 June 2006, applicants filed a submission for entry into the national stage in the 
United States, accompanied by, inter alia, the U.S. Basic National Fee and a declaration 
executed by 3 of the 4 inventors. 

On 29 March 2007, the OSice mailed Notification of Missing Requirements (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/905) indicating that an oath or declaration of the inventors was required as the 
declaration had only been executed by 3 of the 4 inventors. 

On 15 May 2007, applicants submitted a declaration executed by all 4 of the inventors. 

On 25 September 2007, the Office mailed Notification of Acceptance (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/903) indicating that tiie application had a 35 USC 371(c)(1), (c)(2) and (c)(4) date 
of 15 May 2007. 



The address of inventor Liu has been stricken and a new address written next to it, but the 
changes were not initialed. MPEP 605.04(a) (Stating "Any changes made in ink in the 
application or oath prior to signing should be initialed and dated by the applicants prior to 
execution of the oatii or declaration. The Office will not consider whether noninitialed and/or 
nondated alterations were made before or after signing of the oath or declaration but will require 
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a new oath or declaration."). A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1.497(a)-(b) 
is required. 

CONCLUSION 

A proper response in the form of a new oath or declaration of the inventors must be filed 
within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time are available 
under 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

The Notification of Acceptance (Form PCT/DO/EO/903) mailed 25 September 2007 is 
VACATED .
